Mr, Gordon Smith of 31 
Gillian Crescent is rather 
unhappy with the functioning 
of Town Hall last week, Like 
many residents he received 
his tax notice dated July 14, 
The amount involved was 
$540.14 with a penalty to be 
added of $43,21 if the taxes 
were not paid in 30 days. 
He made a note to pay his 
taxes on Aug, 14 and went 
to Town Hall at 4:15 p, m,, 
that day to do so, He was 
informed that the penalty 
was in effect after Aug, 13. 

Gordon then realized his 
error, but explained to the 
clerk that he honestly had 
thought he had until Aug, 14, 
and asked to see the secre- 
tary, Mr, O’Connell, Mr, 
O’Connell produced the by~ 
law and pointed out that it 
had to be adhered to, The 
mayor was also approached, 
and he too saidthe town must 
abide by the bylaw covering 
penalty dates, 

Without paying his bill, 
Mr, Smith then left town hall 


and later discovered that 
another taxpayer, Mr, Evans 
of St, Albert, had made the 
same miscalculation, but 
was not charged the penalty 
when he paid his taxes at 
2:05 p.m., on Aug. 14, De~ 
ciding that it was of no use 
to go back to town hall, Mr, 
Smith telephoned Councillor 
Russell and explained the 
situation, Councillor Russell 
checked with town hall and 
discovered that a taxpayer 
had indeed paid his bill with- 
out penalty around 2 p,m, 
Aug. 14, 

While not denying his mis- 
take in figuring the 30 day 
deadline, Mr, Smith contends 
that all taxpayers should be 
treated equally, 

Contacted by the Gazette 
on Monday, Councillor Russ- 
ell stated that he would bring 
the matter before council 
meeting that evening, and 
had some recommendations 
to make to ensure that such

A Town planner talks about his job 


*“‘Town planners are like 
insurance salesmen =~ sell- 
ing life insurance to comm- 
unities for 25 or 30 years 
-- and you know it’s not easy 
to sell life insurance, ’’ 

This is the opinion of 
Dusan L, (Danny) Makale, 
president of Makale, Holl- 
oway and Associates Ltd, 
town and regional planning 
consultants, 

Mr, Makale, planning con- 
sultant for the MD of Stur- 
geon and for the County of 
Strathcona, points out that 
own planners have atwoe 
fold purpose == serving the 
needs of today and project- 
ing needs in the future, 

‘‘Town planners have to 
give direction to growth,” 

His firm has been in the 
business of directing growth 
for the past 14 years, Esta- 
blished in 1956 under the 
name of D, L, Makale Plan- 
ning Consultant, his was the 
first planning consulting 
firm in the prairie provinces, 
Since its incorporation under 
its present name in 1966, 
¢he firm has operated exten- 
sively throughout Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba and 
the Northwest Territories, 

In the fields of compre-

Mr, Makale was advisor to 
the MD of Sturgeon in recent 
hearings before the Local 
Authorities Board held to 
consider BACM’s proposal 
for annexation of part of the 
MD of Sturgeon to thenorth- 
east corner of the City of 
Edmonton, 

Because no decision has 
yet been handed down on the 
matter, Mr, Makale is not 
free to comment on his find- 
ings as the municipality’s 
planning consultant in this 
case, It is expected that a 
decision on the annexation 
bid will be announced by 
the end of August or early 
in September, he states, 

In the meantime, however 
Mr, Makale is not reluctant 
to voice some firm opinions 
on the growth of cities in 
general, 

To begin with, he con- 
siders that one of modern 
man’s greatest misconcep= 
tions is that he talks about 
the city at all, 

“Cities are essentially 
corporate structures, The 
word ‘‘city’’ denotes a cer= 
tain jurisdiction only and it 
is a major mistake to talk 
about the city in terms of 
population and how that pop- 
ulation is distributed in a 
certain area,’’ 

‘It is the region that con- 
trols people coming to a 
certain part ofthe country == 
not just the city,’’ Many 
factors other than the city 
are taken into consideration 
in a certain region, he says, 
including agricultural and 
economic factors, 

‘The. ideal is to distri- 
bute population over a wider

area of land.’’ 

So-called satellite towns 
-- and Mr, Makale says he 
doesn’t particularly like the 
term -= are one form of 
handling distribution or con- 
centration of population, 
‘but there should be an in- 
terdependency between the 
outskirts and the core or 
urbanized area,’’ 

With regard to giving 
direction to their own growth 
cities and towns are not in 
a position to judge what is 
best for them, according to 
Mr, Makale, 

“They are naturally self 
centred,’’ 

“The central city is in- 
ward-oriented and cannot 
contain and discipline itself, 
This must be done by a 
higher level of government 
which can see the entire 
situation and region.’’ 

The present concept in 
cities has failed all over 
the North American con- 
tinent, says Mr, Makale, cit- 
ing Montreal, Toronto, Los 
Angeles and New York as 
examples of that failure. 

He calls these cities ‘‘di- 
nosauruses of our times,” 
Toronto, he says is now 
finding solutions to contain- 
ing its size through delib- 
erate legislation, strict 
control over open land and 
creating new centres of 
growth, 

“If you have aregion which 
attracts population because 
of economic or geographical 
factors, solutions to urban 
growth have to be found with- 
in the region. Population 
should be distributed in a 
way to serve the entire re-

decentralization of Univer- 
sity of Alberta facilities 
which, he states, has been 
done, not only because of 
lack of space as the uni- 
versity farm could have been 
utilized if required, but “‘for 
very serious social rea- 
sons,” 

“Size eventuallystarts 
defeating itself. It becomes 
inefficient and crushes the 
individual. ’’ 

Asked what he considered 
to be the role of computers 
in planning, Mr. Makale re- 
pied emphatically that he 
considered them excellent 
as a tool only. 

“I'm very suspicious of 
big miracles,” he said. 

Admitting that computers 
could free planners for a 
more spiritual and imagin- 
ative approach to directing 
growth, he expressed fear 
of anover-emphasis on men- 
tal laziness and a poverty 
of ideas. ‘“‘The search for 
answers is far more im- 
portant that the questions, 
because answers lie in 
ideas.*’ 

Mr. Makale described his 
“horror” at many American 
planners who ‘‘are in favor 
of everything computerized"’ 
This leaves no place for 
human genius, talent or aes- 
thetics, he said. 

As planner for the Town 
of St, Albert, assigned by the 
Edmonton Regional Planning 
Commission. from 1951 to 
1956, Mr. Makale has been

much involved with the 
growth of this particular 
area, He states that he now 
attends ERPC meetings ‘‘as 
an observor only <= not in 
any official capacity.’’ 

After what appeared to be 
a “lull in regional develop- 
ment plans,’’ he is now hope- 
ful that the government is 
taking the initiative in the 
matter of regional planning. 

“I was encouraged by 
statements made in this re- 
gard by Mr, Colborne, mini- 
ster of municipal affairs and 
Premier Strom, before the 
convention of the Town Plan- 
ning Institute of Canada” 
Mr. Makale is president- 
elect of this body. 

He speaks with enthusiasm 
of a new plan envisaged for 
the area 

“We don’t really have a 
regional plan at present. We 
have a land-use plan which 
is more of a conservation 
type of plan but which does 
not initiate enough that is 
drastic or new, A new plan 
will be oriented to future 
achievements and goals,.”’ 

Mr, Makale considers as 
a “health situation’? many 
governments in a region — 
where the citizen is closer 
to the government and par- 
ticipates in the governing 
of his own community. As 
cities become too large, the 
situation becomes too re- 
mote, It’s like all of Canada 
being governed from one 
central spot without provin- 
cial governments, he said.

200 miles away.’’

“This is for tourists who 
can sleep in the morning in 
their air-condition hotel 
rooms, For anyone else, it’s 
much too hot to sleep after 
9 am., says Wrennie, Tem- 
peratures can easily be at 
90 by that time of day. 

“It gets quite cold in win- 
ter though, Temperatures
